REGINALD BERKELEY, ENGLISH 
ACTOR, DIES IN HOLLYWOOD

Reginald Berkeley, 45 years old, 
English actor and writer, and for- 
mer member of Parliament, died 
here today of pneumonia.

ADDIS ABADA, Ethiopia, March 
30.—Emperor Haile Selassie’s Gov- 
ernment today broke off direct ne- 
gotiations with Italy over the boun- 
dary disputes which have brought 
30,000 Italian troops into neighbor- 
ing Eritrea and Somaliland.

NRA attorneys explain that this 
involved definition eliminates the 
conception held by some _ jurists 
that whether an industry is en- 
gaged in interstate or intrastate 
commerce depends upon whether 
“specific transactions” are in inter- 
state commerce or ‘substantially 
affect” interstate commerce. 

It will be recalled that Federal 
Judge Nields of Wilmington held in 
the Weirton Steel Co. case that 
manufacturing is not interstate 
commerce, and that the relations 
between employers and employes 
of the Weirton Co. could not be 
regulated by NRA codes. 

Richberg, who formerly was gen- 
eral counsel of the NRA, has prom- 
ised the Senate Finance Committee 
a brief giving his definition of 
what Congress can do under the 
“commerce” clause of the Constitu- 
tion.

Organization A f f il i ated 
With A. F. L. Objects 
That It Does Not Provide 
for ‘Closed Shop.’ 


Members of the Gas House Work- 
ers’ Union who went om strike in 
mechanical departments of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., Thursday, last 
night rejected the company’s pro- 
posal for settlement of the strike pe- 
cause it did not provide for a 
“closed shop.”

WINS WASHINGTON U. 
ARCHITECTURE AWARD 


Edward K. Schade to Receive 
Steedman Fellowship for 
Study in Europe.

The James Harrison Steedman 
fellowship in architecture for 1935 
at Washington University has been 
awarded to Edward K. Schade, 7269 
Greenway avenue, University City, 
it was announced last night. The 
fellowship, which was established 
10 years ago, provides $1500 for a 
year of travel and study in Eu- 


rope. 

The competition was open 
American graduates of recognized 
schools of architecture between the 
ages of 21 and 31 years. Twenty- 
six persons entered the preliminary 
competition Feb. 2. Schade, who 
received a bachelor’s degree in 
architecture at Carnegie Institute 
of Technology in 1933 and a mas- 
ter’s degree in 1934, was one of 
four final contestants. 

Contestants were required to de- 
sign a school for Federal police 
on the Potomac River. A general 
plan with a view from the river, an 
aerial prospective and _ detailed 
plans required. Schade designed his 
buildings in modern style. 

The award was established by 
George F. Steedman and Mrs. Alex- 
ander Weddell, brother and widow 
of James Harrison Steedman, a 
graduate of the Washington Uni- 
versity Engineering School, who 
died when an officer in the Navy 
during the World War. 

Schade, who is 25 years old, is 
employed as a clerk at the Century 
Foundry, 3727 Market street, which 
is managed by his father, W. C. 
Schade. 

He has been working at the Cen- 
tury Foundry for the past year, es- 
timating prices on castings. Al- 
though his work bears no relation 
to architecture, he has been using 
his spare. time working on prob- 
lems of designing.

Bars Inquiry Into Sponsorship 
of Workers on Counselor’s 
Advice. 


Access to applications filed with 
the Efficiency Board by seekers of 
Public jobs, showing the names of 
their sponsors, was refused to 
Post-Dispatch reporters yesterday 
by Mayor Dickmann after the city 
legal department had considered 
the request five days. 

It was desired to learn in whose 
hands lay the ability to obtain city 
jobs, since the civil service system 
— in 1914 is a virtual dead let- 
er. 

About 7000 persons under the 
Mayor's jurisdiction are employed

by the city with an annual payroll 
of more than $8,000,000. The 925 
firemen were not subject to the 
political housecleaning which came 
with Mayor Dickmann’s inaugura- 
tion two years ago. But of the re- 
maining 6175 Republican city em- 
ployes, 5400, or almost nine out. of 
10, were replaced by Democrats. 

Permission was requested to ex- 
amine both the card index file 
showing the names and addresses 
of job holders and the applications 
of employes containing answers to 
perfunctory questions and the 
names of the two persons required 
as sponsors. 

The sponsorship of the commit- 
teeman or committeewoman of the 
applicant’s ward has been the gen- 
eral requirement in cases where 
indorsement was not obtained from 
others influential in the councils of 
the Democratic party. 

Mayor’s Letter. 

The Mayor’s letter refusing to per- 
mit examination of the applications 
| stated: ‘ 

“T am advised by the City Coun- 


‘selor that none of the records re- 
ferred to constitute public records, 
Ss0 as to make them open for public 
inspection. 

“I am also advised by the former 
chairman of the Efficiency Board 
that it has been the policy of that 
board to permit an inspection of the 
eligible list and of the card index 
file, but. not of the applications, ex- 
cept with the consent of the appli- 
cant. 

“In my judgment, the rule adopt- 
ed is consistent with good public 
policy and a proper administration 
of the functions of the Efficiency 
Board, and with the rights of per- 
sons in the public service. 


“Highly Confidential.” 

“I concur with the City Counselor 
in his opinion that if the efficiency 
system is to function properly, the 
employes are to be selected with 
proper care and protected in their 
employment after they are so select- 
ed, the records, in the nature of 
Statements made by the applicants

RAILROAD BONDS ARE 
BETTER AS WEEK ENDS 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 30.—Lower priced 
railroad issues gave the bond market its 
first help in a week or longer today by 
halting in a progressive downward move- 
ment that has carried many of the most 
active bonds to new low levels. 

While there were some exceptions, the main 
body of carrier loans stiffened appreciably 
under the impetus of some short covering 
and speculative commitments. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's findings, 
made public after the market closed, were 
not a market factor. 

Other divisions of the market were @ 
trifle irregular, indystrials pushing slight- 
ly higher, utilities still lagging and foreign 
issues inclined to be more steady. U. 8. 
Governments were extremely quiet but the 
trend was even in all except indirect obli- 
gations of the Government which-dipped ex- 
tremely small fractions. 

Best showing among the railroad bonds 
was made by New ven collateral 6s, 
up 2% points at 49%, Chicago & North- 
western refunding 5s, up 1% at 17%, and 
Baltimore & Ohio 4's, up 1 at 40. Others 
seling slightly higher included obligations 
of Delaware & Hudson, Illinois Central, 
Katy, and Northern Pacific. Minor losses 
were shown by Southern Railway 5s at 
86% and Great Northern 4'%s at 64'*. 

Among industrials tilting upward were 
Chile Copper 5s, Loew's 68, Penn Dixie 6s 
and Illinois Stee) 4%s. The most active 
utilities yielding small fractions were Co- 
lumbia Gas 58 at 79'4, Laclede Gas 5's 
at 60, and Northern Edison 5igs at &7'%. 
Montana Power 5s were slightly higher. 

In the foreign section substantial im- 
provement was shown by bonds of the Po- 
lish Government which were sold freely in 
the preceding session. Higher prices were 
also paid for Beigian 64s and Austrian 
7s. South and Central American issues 
were inclined to sag. 

Transfers aggregated $5,903,000, par 
value, compared with $5.514,000 last Sat- 
urday. The Associated Press average were 
from .1 of a point lower to .1 of a point 
higher. Total sales of bonds on the stock 
exchange during the month aggregated 
$311.265,000 compared with $220,256,000 
last month,

NEW YORK, March 30.—-Fertilizer deal- 
ers report some increase in demand for 
various anima! and mineral! products.

Processors are taking substantial deliver- 
jes of sodium nitrate and ammonium sul- 
phate. 

A furniture survey by Dun & Bradstreet 
views with optimism this industry's pros- 
pects for the current year. It points out 
that excess stocks have been liquidated and 
that prices are fairly well stabilized, with 
new business showing an encouraging gain 
over a year ago. 

Stee! scrap-—-Trade circles gre heartened 
by indications that thé long-continued down- 
ward movement in scrap prices has been 
halted. A straw in this direction is the 
firmer situation at Pittsburgh, one of the 
leading trading centers. Sales have been 
reported there at $12.25 a ton, up 50 cents 
from the previous level. 

Exports of refined sugar by the United 
States during the first two months of the 
year showed a large gain over the move- 
ment for the same period last year. As 
estimated by Lamborn & Co., sugar brok- 
ers, the shipments totaled 19,444 long tons, 
compared with 75562 tons for the first two 
months of 1934. They were the greatest 
for any corresponding two-month period 
since 1925, when the total was 25,935 
tons.

THE GOLD BLOC BREAKS. 

Effective tomorrow, the gold belga, Belgium’s gold 
coin unit in foreign exchange, will be devalued about 
25 per cent. Despite this drastic financial move, the 
new Premier, Dr. Paul van Zeeland, former uni- 
versity professor and recently an officer of the 
Banque Nationale de Belgique, who proclaimed the 
devaluation Friday, insists that his country retains 
its faith in the principle of the gold standard. Hop 
ing for an international return to gold, Belgium will, 
he says, work for the establishment of an interna- 
tional court for the purpose of stabilizing the chief 
moneys of the world on gold. 

Whatever its hopes for the future, Belgium’s pres- 
ent financial crisis demonstrates clearly that over- 
whelming difficulties confront the small exporting 
nation which seeks to cling to one currency basis 
when the markets in which it must sell its products 
have forsaken that standard. For months, the straws 
in Belgium’s economic wind have blown in the direc- 
tion of last week’s devaluation. The question of gold 
worried the de Brocqueville Cabinet, which was 
forced to resign last November. It harassed the 
succeeding Ministry from the outset; when Premier 
Theunis could no longer battle against the mounting 
odds, he, too, yielded the reins at Brussels. 

The millstones which were crushing Belgian 
finances can be easily identified. On the one hand, 
the industries of Belgium were faced at home 
with wage costs and prices fixed in terms of a static 
standard—gold. On the other, these same industries 
sought to. carry on their important international 
trade—in Great Britain, in the United States and 
other countries which have turned their backs on 
gold—at prices determined in terms of depreciated 
currencies. Under such circumstances, the question 
was not whether Belgium would eventually be forced 
from the gold bloc. It was how long before that 
separation would take place. 

These have been hard days in the little nation 
whose people Caesar described as the bravest of all 
the Gauls. Economic distress has been widespread, 
and with it has gone much social unrest. Recogniz- 
ing the danger in the situation, the Theunis Govern- 
ment undertook to cut the cost of living with emerg- 
ency decrees lowering food costs, rates for domestic 
electricity and the postal services. It sought to ease 
the tax burden by drastic reductions in governmental 
expenditures while at the same time extending the 
aid of the national treasury to frozen credits in min- 
ing and industry generally. 

Meanwhile, the serious problem of unemployment 
has been attacked through camps, much like our 
CCC camps, for the teaching of trades, and a back- 
to-the-land movement. Now comes the vigorous van 
Zeeland, a trusted counselor of Belgium's beloved late 
King Albert, with plans as well for the stimulation 
of industry, a public works program, guarantee of 
bank deposits, an increased standard of living and re- 
opening of relations with Soviet Russia, both diplo- 
matic and commercial, 

The defection of Belgium leaves, for all practical |

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A WEIGHTY RECOMMENDATION. 

Charles P. Williams of St. Louis has been recom- 
mended to Attorney-General Cummings for the post 
of Federal District Judge for the Eastern District 
of Missouri, left vacant by the promotion of Judge 
Faris to the circuit bench, by the entire full-time 
faculty of Washington University Law School. Ina 
telegram to Mr. Cummings, a copy of which went to 
Senator Clark, the Washington University professors 
pay a striking tribute to Mr. Williams as a lawyer 
whose 36 years of practice have won him the “‘con- 
fidence of the entire professional community and the 
laity.” 

This indorsement of Mr. Williams, former Special 
Assistant to the Attorney-General and author of a 
standard treatise on Federal jurisdiction and prac- 
tice, is particularly noteworthy because of its entirely 
spontaneous character. The gentlemen composing 
the Washington University faculty are not engaged 
in the active practice of law and are concerned 
merely with preserving the highest standards of the 
judiciary and of the legal profession. They, of course, 
have no political axes to grind. 

After saying that the vacancy on the Federal bench 
should be filled “only by the appointment of a man 
of the highest professional standing and experience,” 
the faculty indorsement reads: “We do not believe 
any other appointment (than that of Mr. Williams) 
can be made which will meet with the same degree 
of community approval. This recommendation is be- 
ing made by us entirely unsolicited and without the 
knowledge of Mr. Williams. It is prompted only 
by our desire that this position be filled by one who 
can discharge its responsibilities efficiently and with 
credit to the administration.” 

Because of the disinterested nature of the indorse- 
ment of Mr. Williams by Dean Wiley Rutledge and 
his colleagues, it necessarily must carry weight with 
the Attorney-General in his difficult task of recom- 
mending for the President's approval the man who 
shall occupy the life-time position of Federal Judge

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SCIENCE AND THE DUST PHENOMENON. 

No one who has not been in one of the dust storms 
which have swept the Western plains for more than | 
a year can appreciate their devastation and the ap- 
prehensions of the people in the region extending 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Great Slave -Lake. 

Science Knows full well the potentialities of this 
terrible phenomenon. It has innumerable records of 
other soil transformations brought about by the wind. 
Much of the richer soil over vast areas in the United 
States was carried there by dust storms, An analy- 


sis of dust falling in Missouri a year ago revealed 
the characteristics of soil in the Dakotas. All soils 
are easily identified by their mineral content. The 
Dakotas had been exposed to drouth for a number 
of years. The soil was deprived of its protective 
vegetation. Thus, when the wind blew, the soil was 
carried away to be deposited in other states. 

To most of us who live where moisture is suffi- 
cient for human needs, it is difficult to realize that 
the dust storms have been raging all winter. Neither 
snow nor rain has been sufficient to keep the dust 
down even in mountainous states like Colorado, The 
heavy rains of the last 30 days have flooded the lower 
Mississippi Valley, but the shortage of moisture has 
gone right on in the plains. Whether in Texas or 
Saskatchewan, the wind has only to rise and the dust 
is blown, If anything, the dust storms have been 


| 


worse than ever in the last two months. They have 
actually buried fences, piled dust high around houses | 
and barns, covered up crops. They are destructive 
alike to man and beast. No form of life can with- 
stand them day after day very long. 

Needless to say, the dust phenomenon has greatly 
altered the food situation in the United States. It 
affects meats and grains. It is in part responsible 
for the increased cost of living. The AAA plan to 
limit the production of spring wheat has’ been aban- 


doned. How can there be too much wheat when the 
wheat States are the chief victims of-the dust? The 
drouth reduced corn last year to a minimum. If it 


persists this year, there will be no reserves of corn 
left. From surplus induced by excess production in 
our own and other countries, we are in danger of 
passing to scarcity due to drouth and dust. 

Records of drouth are readily traced in the rings 
of trees. There are records of other drouths in the 
plains as bad as or worse than the present drouth, This 
is not, however, an assurance to science that we may 
now be witnessing the beginnings of one of those 
deserts in which nature delights. It was when the 
Southwest became a desert that the Indians moved

Norseman whose name they proudly bear. “Ghosts,” 
Which tells the story of Mrs. Alving and her son, 
Oswald, and the fight of the individual against out- 
moded moral standards, appropriately is their first 
offering. After that will come other plays from the 
long list which the solitary dramatist from the land 
of the fjords hurled at the tradition-bound society 
of the ’80s and '90s. 

This is an event in the theater which will have 
the good wishes of Ibsen readers everywhere. For 
there are but few among those who know the tragedy 
and searching mieaning of “Rosmersholm” and “Hedda 
Gabler” and “The Master Builder” and the tender 
beauty of “Little Eyolf” and “The Wild Duck” who 
have not longed for Ibsen in repertoire. To them 
there is just as much reason for revivals of that win- 
ter night in the somber house outside Christiania 
which brings John Gabriel Borkman, Gunhild, his 
wife, her twin sister and the suffering son, Erhart, 
together at last, as there is for handing “Hamlet” 
down to succeeding generations. 

No one did more than Henrik Ibsen to awaken the 
last century to its social blindnesses; if his plays 
do not shock today as they outraged the Victorian 
era, it is because of the very freedom which they did 
so much to create. The enterprise of the Ibsenians 
is a reminder of this generation's debt to him whose 
answer to short-sighted critics was yet another play 
revealing their lack of vision.

Perhaps the very first chuckle of incipi- 
ent hilarity is occasioned by the author’s 
initial faith in the sweet reasonableness of 
the Many. Surely a sane plan, it was sup- 
posed, might win by virtue of its very 
Sanity, somehow! And fundamentally, the 
plan was sane. 

Here it is in its essentials: 

There were 400,000 unemployed able-bodied 
men in California, and the present Scheme 
of Things had no use for them. These, to- 
gether with their 600,000 dependents, had to 
be supported somehow—a million useless 
people, forced to take from society and giv- 
ing nothing! This, clearly, was bad for 
both the givers and the takers. 

Now, at the same time, there were 10,000 
factories, large and small, operating on an 
average of about 40 per cent of their ca- 
pacity. Also, there was a vast amount of 
unused arable land in the State. 

Why not get the idle lands, the idle fac- 
tories and the idle men together, thus en- 
abling the workers to supply their own 
needs, and lifting the burden from a dole- 
giving society? Confiscation did not enter 
into the plan. The State was to lease all 
idle properties to be used.

“Such a procedure,’ Sinclair points out, 

“would help everybody and hurt nobody, It 
would restore the morale of the unemployed. 
It would make them self-sustaining, self-re- 
specting citizens, paying their own way in 
the world; it would benefit the taxpayers 
because it would take the unemployed off 
their backs. 
“It would help the workers who stil] had 
jobs, because it would take the unemployed 
off the labor market, and so Stop the process 
of beating down wages. It would not hurt 
the business men, because the unemployed 
are no longer any use to private business, 
having no money to spend. That which 
they spend with the merchants they first 
get from the taxpayers, which means the 
merchants and those who still have jobs. 

“Here, then, was the way of making a 
start at the building of a new social order. 


It was a way adapted to our immediate 
needs; it was an American way, in ac- 
cordance with our traditions of self-help 
and independence, It would be a democrat- 
ic way, depending upon mutual consent: it 
would be brought about by the votes of the 
whole people, in accordance with our laws 
and Constitution.” 

It’s a book for laughter, right enough; 
but a world that undertakes to laugh down 
the plan is ready for the giggle-ward. It 
is no more Utopian than the obvious propo- 
sition that men have a right to support 
themselves and can if allowed to do so. 
It is in no sense any sort of doctrinaire 
stuff, to be damned with a bad name. It 
is obviously simple common sense. 

The Jaughter is not concerned with the 
plan, but with the public response to it— 
and a funnier comedy of mendacities and 
simian dodges could scarcely be invented. 
Those who prefer the lachrymal reaction, 
however, may, of course, turn on the faucet.

Expected to Deliver Address on 


World Situation at 
Secret Meeting.

VATICAN CITY, March 30.—At a 
secret consistory, or meeting of the 
College of Cardinals, on Monday 
morning, Pope Pius XI is expected 
to deliver an allocution on the 
world situation. 

The ‘consistory will approve two 
canonizations and confirm appoint- 
ments of the Camerlengo and of 
Archbishops and Bishops. 

The canonizations are those of. 
Blessed Thomas More, Chancellor 
of England under King Henry VIII, 
and Bishop John Fischer of Roch- 
ester, England, who were beheaded 
because they opposed Henry’s di- 
vorce of Catherine of Aragon and 
marriage with Anne Boleyn, 

The Pope has already named 
Cardinal Eugenio Pacelli, Secretary 
of State, as the,Camerlengo, who 
acts as Pope between the death of 
one Pope and the election of an- 
other. 

The Archbishops and Bishops to 
be confirmed are those appointed 
since the last consistory in October, 
Many Americans are among 
them. Confirmation is a formality, 
since the appointees have already 
begun to function. 
Pope Pius has not announced the 
creation of new Cardinals, but pre- 
lates say he will hold another con- 
sistory later for this purpose. 
Churchmen say it is possible, how- 
ever, that he will reveal during 
Monday’s consistory the names of 
one or both of the Cardinals he 
created at the consistory of March 
13, 1933, whose names he reserved 
Prelates believe these 
two Cardinals-elect are Mgr.

L fore given me the impression 
of being a young George Arliss, 
yet with his performance in “The 
Scarlet Pimpernel” he creates a 
comparison that I am sure will re- 
main. It may be that the new pic- 
ture at Loew’s is such a thing as 
we have come to expect of Arliss, 
a cat-and-mouse game in which the 
mouse has the longer whiskers and 
spends an evening making four-in- 
hands of the cat’s tail.

Settings are effective—the guillotine 
especially forbidding—and the cos- 
tuming splendid. In fact, costumes 
are worn as clothes and with such 
a flair in some cases as to make 
me willing to trade a _ sport-back 
suit for a bunch of lace at the 
throat. Howard’s character in the 
picture is that of a bold and valor- 
ouS Man who must pose as a fop. 
The two grades of acting, each with 
its individual voice and bearing, are 
as much of a histrionic treat as Ed- 
ward G. Robinson recently gave in 
“The Whole Town's Talking.” Merle 
Oberon, beginning to look familiar 
now, plays the part of Howard’s 
wife, who unwittingly betrays him. 
“The Scarlet Pimpernel,” in spite 
of its alien origin and treatment, is 
easily the most interesting exhibit 
of the week.

What Louis will do to Carnera 
is mere guess work.

Primo Is Game. 


NE of the things we have 

always liked about the Man 
Mountain is his willingness. It 
has cost him some _ important 
money and reputation. Still, at 
all times in his career, he has 
been ready to meet any opponent 
before and after he was cham- 
pion. He side-stepped nobody. 

In taking on Louis he rather 
shamed some of the big boys who 
have been. giving the Negro the 
runaround. Carnera grabbed at 
the chance to tackle the new 
“dark menace” of pugilism. 

What will happen if Louis wins 
that battle of June 19 is inter- 
esting fans. Will it compel Baer 
to fight Louis in September? Or 
will Max put on a title fight in 
June, competing against the Car- 
nera-Louis show? 

Baer is now in the best eco- 
nomic position a champion has 
occupied since Dempsey left the 
picture. He has his choice of 
three foes for the first defense 
of his title in June and he then 
can take on a second opponent 
in September. The second fight 
will be greater than the first— 
provided he wins in June.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, March 30. 
With emigration to Brazil restrict-

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Maid Servant 
That All 


England 
Heard 
A\bout 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 


LONDON. 
ITHOUT a Holly- 
wood exterior, a 
high-voltage per- 
sonality or a spec- 
tacular demise, 
Miss Edith Saville, 
a servant, has be- 
come a personality 
in England. She got 
that way by chang- 
ing employers. 

Miss Saville used to work for Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Mercer Stretch 
in Cookham Dean, Berkshire. 
She quit them and 
went to work for Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander 
Frederick Church- 
ill Sim, also residents of 
Cookham Dean. The 
change of employment oc- 
casioned a controversy be- 
tween the Stretches and the 
Sims, and that controversy over 
the services of a servant has, be- 
sides making the servant a public 
figure, resulted in a lawsuit involv- 
ing thousands of dollars in damages, 
court costs and lawyers’ fees; has 
snarled traffic, congested the mails, 
irritated a countryside, caused a labor 
uprising, and seems likely to make 
work for both houses of Parliament. 

It may be correctly inferred from 
these events that 21-year-old Miss Sa- 
ville is no ordinary domestic. She is, in 
fact, acclaimed as the model maid ser- 
vant of the British Isles—a prize, a 
jewel for any householder. She is ex- 
pert at all the details of her job, is 
honest, behaves herself and is—at 
least, has been—content with a wage 
of $5 a week. Perhaps all this justifies 
the commotion that has been made 
over her. 

It was nearly a year ago that Miss 
Saville transferred her talents from 
the Stretch household, known as Ap- 
plewood (formerly The Twigs), to Old 
Barton, the Sims’ home. The manner 
of that transfer was such that the 
Stretches were indignant—not at 
Edith but at the Sims. They felt their 
model servant had been taken from 
them by a method that wasn’t cricket, 
but closely resembled kidnapping. They 
also resented a telegram which Sim 
sent after Edith had left Applewood. 
So Stretch sued Sim, alleging Edith 
had been enticed away and that Sim's 
telegram libeled him, and asking for 
damages on both claims. 

The case was tried recently in a 
King's Bench Division court in Lon- 
don, before Justice Sir George John 
Talbot and a jury. This was, in sub- 
stance, Stretch’s account of the entice- 
ment of Edith: 

A short time after Edith entered his 
service, the Sims came to his 
when he and fils wife were away and, 
by a pretext, induced the girl to drive 
away with them. They took her to 
Georgian Court, Maidenhead, to the 
home of Sim's father, and kept her 
there for five days, until she agreed 
to work for her ‘‘captors.’’ On the day 
of her departure from Applewood, Sim 
had sent this telegram: ‘Edith has 
resumed her service with us today. 
Please send her possessions and the 
money you borrowed, also her wages, 
to Old Barton.”’ 

The postoffice at Cookham Dean is 
in the village grocery, so the message 
naturally came under the eye of the 
grocer, It was Stretch's argument 
that the grocer could be expected to 
infer that he was in financial straits 
if he borrowed money from his ser- 
vant, and that his credit would be ad- 
versely affected. In fact, it was tes- 
tified, the grocer, with whom the 
Stretches had an account, quickly no- 
tified Stretch that he would have to 
pay cash hereafter, and the report 
soon spread through the village that 
Stretch was not a good financial risk 
Stretch, a retired librarian, is in com- 
fortable circumstances. 

Sim, who had employed Edith be- 
fore she entered the service of Stretch, 
denied he had enticed her away from 
the latter job. He said she had left 
of her own accord, and had given no- 
lice. As to the telegram, he admitted 
having sent it, but denied it was libel-

ous; in sending it, he contended, he 
was merely looking after the interest 
of Miss Saville. 

Edith sat with the Stretches during 
the trial, despite the fact that she was 
still in.the employ of the Sims, and 
when she took the witness stand her 
testimony was in favor of the former 
employer. She said Sim came to the 
Stretch home for her and induced her 
to get into his automobile by telling 
her he wanted her to make a state- 
ment to his lawyer about a cat that 
had been killed. 


ISS SAVILLE continued, quot- 
MY ine Sim as having said to her: 

“Come along, Edith; do hurry 
up. They will soon be back. Come 
and speak to my solicitor about your 
cat.”” In answer to a question as to 
whether she was forced into the car, 
she said: “IT was verf¥ much per- 
suaded, and I was not strong-minded 
enough to resist."’ When she got in the 
car sne remarked, “I ought not to be 
doing this.’’ She recalled that Sim said, 
‘“‘Consider’ yourself kidnaped,’’ but she 
hastened to add, ‘‘But he said that in 
fun more than anything else.”’ 

As to the telegram, she explained 
that she had merely paid for some 
goods that were delivered when the 
Stretches were not at home; they had 
never borrowed money from her, and 
had paid her wages promptly. Also, 
she mentioned that they had paid her 
higher wages than the Sims had. 

Edith wept on the witness stand 
when she told of having left the Sims 
and gone to the Stretches shortly be- 
fore the Sims got her back. ‘‘The cause 
of the whole trouble,’’ she said, ‘‘was 
that they thought Mrs. Stretch took 
their maid away. Mrs. Stretch did not 
take me away. I took myself away.”’ 

Why did she stay on with the Sims 
if she hadn't gone to them willingly? 
‘Because this has been on, and I was 


advised to stay until 
this was over; I hoped 
it would be settled.”’ 
Glimpses of the English idea of the 
‘“‘perfect’’ servant appeared- through 
her testimony, notably when she tried 
to shift the blame for her change in 
jobs from Sim’s shoulders to her own. 
“IT ought to have been firm and said 
‘No,’ ’’ she declared, ‘‘and therefore it 
was my fault and not his.” 
There was a good deal of 
mony about the de- 
ceased cat, concerning 
which Sim wanted 
Edith to see his solici- 
tor. An array of wit- 
nesses told about the 
cat and how its career 
had been ended with 
chloroform. Since the 
animal seemed to be 
thoroughly dead and 
no longer a factor in 
the situation, Justice

Talbot at last became impatient over 
the time it was occupying in a pro- 
ceeding to determine whether Sim of 
Old Barton should pay Stretch of Ap- 
plewood for enticing away his maid 
servant and sending him an unpleas- 
ant telegram. ‘‘Can’t we say good-by 
to that cat?’’ inquired the Magistrate 
—‘‘that lamentable cat!”’ 

In summing up for the jury, Justice 
Talbot said, in part: ‘‘This case has 
been called a trumpery one, but, on 
the other hand, it is a very unneigh- 
borly proceeding to go to a house and, 
without consulting the occupier, send 
in a message to the maid, asking her 
to come out and speak. Anyone who 
does that kind of action cannot be very 
much surprised if it is misunderstood. 

“If the Sims really 
believed that the girl 
was free and willing to 
go to them, one would 
have thought that a 
more sensible way 
would have been to 
tell Mr.-and Mrs. 
Stretch in plain En- 
glish that they wanted 
the girl to come to 
them. That would 
have been better than 
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Edith Saville. 


the melodramat- 
ic procedure—a 
sort of raid—go- 
ing to the house 
when Mr. and 
Mrs. Stretch 
were out and the 


girl was in her working clothes. 


“The Sims appear to have this in 
in their favor: that she is still in their 
service after nearly a year. I don't 
say Mr. Stretch is not entitled 
to some damages if their story is 
found to be substantially true, for it 
is a very vexatious thing to have a 
servant suddenly ‘whisked off’ in such 
a way in the middle of her morning's 
work.”’ 

It didn’t take the jury long to de- 
cide that Stretch had been damaged 
both in the loss of a mode] servant and 
the receipt of a dunning telegram. It 
assessed Sim approximately $125 for 
the “‘enticement’’ and $1250 for the 
telegram, with court costs of about 
$2000. It is estimated that Sim’s law- 
yers’ fees and other expenses incident 
to the suit, added to the judgment for 
damages and costs, bring the total to 
an amount that would pay Edith’s 
wages for some 28 years. 

But Alexander Frederick Churchill 
Sim is not the man to accept one re- 
verse as final defeat. He is preparing, 
to take the case to the House of Lords 
for review, in the hope of having the 
King’s Bench Division court reversed. 

But court proceedings were only 
part of the stir that resulted from 
Edith’s change of jobs. Newspapers 
“played up’’ her case, making her a 
heroine. People from one end of En- 
gland to another saw her picture, read 
her life story and her views on all 
aspects of domestic science and house- 
hold economy. She was put forward 
as an authority on everything in this 
field. She was the model maid, to 
whom this tribute was paid in court: 


a ee SAVILLE is an excel- 
lent maid and knows every de- 
partment of her work well. 
She is a hard worker, very clean and 
absolutely honest. She is a first- 
class cook and can make jams, bot- 
tled fruits, ete. She is economical] 
and not given to traipsing about the 
countryside with boys. She can cook 
and wait table, and she can put on a 
dinner for six or eight people without 
the slightest trouble. She is the per- 
fect servant—probably the only per- 
fect servant in the world.”’ 

Edith was, in short, the answer toa 
householder’s prayer, a solution of the 
servant problem. And Britons by the 
thousand began to clamor for her. 
They clamored by mail. by telephone 
and in person. 

In one week more than 5000 letters, 
offering employment. arrived in Cook- 
ham Dean for Miss Saville, and the 
village po&tman found that he needed 
an assistant.

NEW YORK. 
HE world's record hiccup- 
ing marathon is over and 
Dominick Egeziano is a 
happy man again. True, 
in his more than six years 
of uninterrupted burping, 
the emaciated little Bronx 
carpenter has lost 52 pounds of flesh, 
his wife, his job, his savings and his 
home, but he can eat steak and fried 
potatoes again, and he can sleep at 
night. Maybe someone will come along 
with a job for him soon. At 53 there 
is a new spring to his step and hope 
in his eye. And he is a local celebrity. 

When a non-hiccuping Dominick 
Egeziano, hale and hearty, entered 
Fordham Hospital in 1928 for a her- 
nia operation, he had a substantial bal- 
ance in the bank and he owned his flat 
at 2158 Watson avenue. His second 
wife kept house for his three single 
sons and his three other children were 
married and had homes of their own. 
His first wife had long since died. So 
Egeziano expected to be laid up a few 
weeks, after which he would return to 
his earpentering and normal existence, 
with a minimum of worries. 

Instead, he came out from under 
the ether burping madly. Every four 
or five seconds his frame shook with 
the spasm. In spite of this handicap, 
his operation wound healed and Ege- 
ziano was discharged from the hos- 
pital, but his new scourge almost 
drove him mad. He couldn't sleep for 
more than an hour at atime. He got 
attacks of stiff neck. His head was 
racked with a splitting headache. He 
couldn't keep food on his stomach, so 
he started losing weight. 

In 1930 his three single sons began 
losing their jobs because of the de- 
pression. Egeziano himself was un- 
able to ply his trade because of his 
baffling ailment. His savings dwin- 
dled. Doctors’ bills piled high. One 
specialist told him he ought to have 
his appendix removed as a possible 
remedy for his affliction. 

So Egeziano entered Flower Hos- 
pital and underwent an appendectomy. 
Kor two days after the operation his 
hiecuping ceased, but then it started 
all over again with renewed verve. 

Another speciaHst thought the gall 
bladder ought to come out, and Ege- 
ziano, ready for anything, trundled 
himself into Columbus Hospital in 
1931. Out came the gall bladder. But 
the hiccups went on without interrup- 


tion. 
The savings evaporated. For a time 


Egeziano’s bank carried him along on 
his mortgage but eventually foreclosed 
on his flat. - He continued to live on in 
it, paying $30 a month rent and doing 
janitor work where he once was land- 
lord. His wife vanished. 

“What else could she do?” Eeeziano 
asked recently in discussing ae 
was a sick man. I had no more money. 
| do not blame her.”’ 

By.1932 all the sons had lost their 
jobs and Egeziano went on home re- 
lief. His woes continued. 

Five months ago he appealed to his 
priest, the Rev. Urban Nagileisen, pas- 
tor of the Holy Family Church, 1071 
Castle Hill avenue, Bronx. The priest 
wrete to the Catholic Charities ask- 


ing hospital aid, but the organization 
could not help. 

“They called back and told me they 
are not prepared to handle such a case 
as hiccups on a charity basis,’’ Father 
Nagileisen said. 

As a last resort Egeziano in des- 
peration appealed to the newspapers. 
Immediately pet remedies for curing 
hiccups flooded the press. With hard- 
ly a forlorn hope left, Egeziano tried 
them all. By a marvelous stroke of 
good luck, he survived the ‘‘cures’’— 
but he got no relief. 

Here are some of the ‘‘cures’”’: 

Clamp a paper sack over your head 
and hold it close about the throat for 
several minutes, inhaling and exhal- 
ing. 

Yell ‘‘boo”’ at the patient. 

Mix 3 per cent menthol in two 
ounces of olive oil. Pull out the pa- 
tient’s tongue and spray his gullet 
three times with this mixture while 
he takes a deep breath. 

Sip slowly a teaspoonful of this 
mixture: teaspoonful of sugar, tea- 
spoonful of essence of wintergreen 
and heaping teaspoonful (sic) of hot 
water. Presumably you throw away 
the two teaspoonfuls left over. 

Fill glass with water, Cover top 
of glass with napkin or handkerchief. 
Drink water through napkin or hand- 
kerchief. 

Place a teaspoonful of powdered 
sugar in mouth and let dissolve with- 
out drawing a breath. This is said 
on reliable authority to be Buffalo 
Bill’s favorite cure, but, so far as is 
known, it worked only with him. 

Hold your arms out, crooked at the 
elbows, and see how close together 
you can get your index fingers with- 
out actually having them touch. Do 
this for two or three minutes. 

Press on the eyeballs for one min- 
ute, as hard as can be borne. 

Sip vinegar. 

Inhale horseradish fumes. 

Hold a piece of ice on the back of 
your neck. 

Hold your breath.

O. Henry’s pet remedy, the soda 
cocktail: half a glass of lemon soda, 
a chunk of ice, a dash of bitters and 
a teaspoon of powdered sugar. Drink 
it while it fizzes. 

Dominick Egeziano’s resistance to 
all these guaranteed cures was amaz- 
ing. Once more he took up his reg- 
ular rounds of the doctors. In turn, 
twice a week, he visited a general 
practitioner, a neurologist, a psysio- 
therapist and an osteopath. Each had 
a different prescription. The neurolo- 
gist third-degreed the patient for some 
obscure psychic or emotional disturb- 
ance as to the cause. The general prac- 
titioner gave him light-ray treatments. 
The osteopath thumped and twisted 
his skeleton. The physiotherapist 
thought nature should be permitted to 
take its course. 

One day as the still hiccuping car- 
penter was leaving his Watson avenue 
flat for his regular program of lec- 
tures and thumpings, he was greeted at 
the doorstep by Miss Palmina Luckes, 
23 years old, a masseuse, of 803 East 
218th street, the Bronx. 

“I think I can help you,”’ she said. 
Impressed by her white uniform and 
willing to try anything anyhow, Ege- 
ziano permitted himself to be ushered 
hack inside and assisted to a chair.

I stopped hiccup- 
ing and I hope I never do it again. I 
can really eat now for the first time in 
six years.’ 

Physicians, doing a little second- 
guessing, opined that Miss Luckes had 
peiformed her small miracle by fid- 
dling with Egeziano’s phrenic nerve. 
The phrenic’ nerve, which passes 
through the section massaged, controls 
the movements of the diaphragm. Any 
shock to the nervous system, or any 
large organic disorder, can irritate the 
phrenic nerve so that the diphragm 
contracts and the abdominal muscles 
become spasmodic. Hence the hiccup. 

Frequently hiccups cause death, 
either by creating too great strain on 
the heart or closing off the esophagus. 

In cases during the past few years 
operations on the phernic nerve and 
use of the paper sack method of home 
treatment have brought relief. 
Last February Mrs. Angus Ding- 
wall of Port Au Basques, New- 
foundland, was cured after five 
years of hiccuping by a nerve op- 
eration. During the same month 
Sam Cohen, 615 East 140th 
street, the Bronx, responded to 
the paper bag treatment after 12 
days of agony. The only claimant to 
Egeziano's long record is Lieutenant 
William Lewis of the Memphis (Ten- 
nessee) Fire Department. Lewis has 
been hiccuping since 1928, too. But 
his claim is disallowed, because he 
merely gets attacks of from 14 to 21 
days each year, usually in April, which 
is mere Three-Eye League stuff.

RANCES WOODS is pret- 
ty, lithe, yellow-haired 
and 24. At first glance 
there is nothing about her 
to distinguish her from 
thousands of other nice 
. girls. Yet she talks—but 
never utters a word; she dances to 
different kinds of rhythm, yet she has 
never heard a sound. Frances is a 
deaf mute. 

In New York at the invitation of a 
group of radio engineers who hope 
through her to find out something 
about sound vibrations that defy de- 
tection by the human ear and their 
sensitive instruments, her story was 
revealed through the spoken words of 
Billy Bray, her teacher and mentor. 

‘‘Frances was born in Girard, Ohio. 
She was a six-months’ child, and was 
born without any ear-drums,”’ ex- 
plained Mr. Bray. ‘‘As a consequence, 


*she has never heard a sound in her 


life. All through her childhood, how- 
ever, her parents noticed that, while 
she could not hear sound, she was 
very sensitive to it. 

‘About twelve years ago they 
brought her to me in Youngstown, 
where I had a dancing and physical 
culture school. They thought that I 
could teach her rhythm and grace. It 
wasn't long, however, before I saw 
that she had possibilities as a dancer.” 

The first thing that Bray did was 
to learn the sign language so that he 
could talk to her and give her rapid 
instruction. So apt a pupil did she 
prove to be that he closed his school 
to concentrate on her. In two years 
they were appearing as a professional! 
dance team in leading ball rooms, 
night clubs and in vaudeville through- 
out the country. And they have been 
at it ever since, until they received 
this invitation from the radio engi- 
neers to permit them to study Miss 
Woods’ reactions to sound. 

‘“‘What most people want to know,” 
sais Bray, ‘“‘is how she is able to un-

derstand and follow orchestral music 
that she is unable to hear. The an- 
swer is that she distinguishes between 
different kinds of rhythm by the vi- 
brations of the dance floor. She also 
gets the vibrations of the orchestra 
through her finger tips. In my opin- 
ion—unless the engineers have an- 
other explanation for it—she gets the 
vibrations through her whole body, 
though she claims they come through 
her finger tips and her feet only. 

“On a wood floor, with the orches- 
tra close at hand, it is very simple for 
her to get the vibrations. On a marble 
or cement floor, however, we cannot 
rely on vibrations so we use our fin- 
gers to convey the proper beat. 

“One night we were doing a diffi- 
cult routine when I noticed that the 
orchestra was two measures ahead. 
That is a calamity to an adagio dancer 
because everything depends upon per- 
fect rhythm. I wig-wagged the idea 
to her with my fingers and we speeded 
up until we were in time.’ 


ISS WOODS is a good cook and 
M she makes her own clothes. She 

learned to do these things be- 
cause she is still sensitive about hav- 
ing to write down what she wants. She 
used to go to silent pictures very 
often, where the captions would help 
her follow the plot. She seldom at- 
tends talkies, for in these the actors 
often turn their backs to the audience 
while speaking and then she misses 
the continuity of the story, for she is 
a lip reader. 

She says her favorite audience is at 
the State School for the Deaf in 
Columbus, Ohio. Handicapped as she 
is, she ki.ows that the inmates truly 
appreciate what she has been able to 
do in spite of everything. 

Just as Helen Keller, with all her 
afflictions, was able to become an out- 
standing figure in arts and letters, so 
does Frances Woods aspire to be an 
outstanding figure in the dance world. 
In fact, she wig-wagged that to Bray, 
in sign language, and he interpreted 
for the writer her ambition to be the 
Helen Keller of the dance.

grandson of the famous French land- 
scape painter, Jean Francois Millet, 
who lived from 1814 to 1875, was ac- 
cused of having ‘‘produced,’’ together 
with a former schoolmate by the name 
Of Paul Cazot, between 300 to 400 
paintings and having sold the bulk of 


these as genuine works of the elder 
Millet. 
The trial had dragged through 


French courts for the last five years. 
Various charges which had previously 
been brought against Millet, were 
again and again dismissed on account 
of lacking evidence. 

However, during February, the 
younger Millet was tried again before 
a Paris criminal court for having 
faked genuine Millet paintings, and 
during the sessions of this trial the 
amazing history of one of the world’s 
greatest organized art swindles was 
unveiled to a dazzled world. 

From 1923 to 1924, Millet sold, 
through obviously excellent connec- 
tions he had established in England 
and the United States, more than 300 
paintings to which he affixed the name 
of his famous grandfather. Experts 
for the court have estimated that he 
made in all about 3,000,000 franes by 
these transactions. 

Yet, a curious provision within the 
French laws renders Millet immune 
from prosecution for those fake deals, 
since criminal offenses like the falsifi- 
cation of paintings may not be prose- 
cuted after a period of 10 years. 

The present trial against the young- 
er Millet and his friend and ‘‘collabo- 
rator,’’ Cazot, dealt with the falsifica- 
tion of three landscapes sold within 
the last seven years. 

Plaintiff was the well-known 
French art collector and dealer, Jean 
Michaud, who accused the defendants 
of having sold to him a copy of the 
elder Millet’s famous work ‘‘Le Van- 
neur au Bonnet Rouge” (‘‘The Corn- 
hustler With the Red Hat’’), upon 
which they had placed Millet’s signa- 
ture. Michaud had paid 150,000 
francs for the painting and now de- 
manded 120,000 damages. 

But his side of the story was re- 
pudiated not only by the defendants, 
but also by experts called by the court. 
One of them was Dr. Goulinat, Paris 
professor of art and history of the 
arts. When asked to render his opin- 
ion on the disputed genuineness of the 
art work the professor exclaimed: 
“Ah, 1am so sure that this painting is 
a genuine work by the famous Millet 
that I should like to buy it myself.”’ 
Whereupon the defendants’ counsel, 
the famous Paris lawyer, M. Leroy,

arose and said: ‘If you pay my client 
150,000 francs you may carry the 
painting out of the courtroom.” At 
this, however, the professor hastily 
withdrew his offer. 

At the beginning of every session 
of the trial, the Judges, the prosecu- 
tor and the defendants’ lawyer alike 
wandered about in the courtroom gaz- 
ing at the many oil paintings which 
had been displayed before the Judges’ 
bench and made the scene of this trial 
look more like an art exhibition than 
the austere place where justice is 
meted out. 

Besides Jean Charles Millet, — his 
schoolmate, Paul Cazot, had taken an 
active part in the falsification of many 
of the paintings. Cazot, a young 
house painter who hailed from gay 
Provence, in the South of France, had 
come to Paris and associated with 
Jean in the copying of the Millet 
paintings, whereby Paul proved amaz- 
ing ability as a copyist. 


HE defendant's side of the story 
pictured the sale of the painting 
‘‘Le Vanneur au Bonnet Rouge”’ 
to M. Michaud quite differently. Ac- 
cording to the younger Millet, he had 
given to Paul Cazot the painting as se- 
curity for a loan his friend had given 
to him. It was Millet’s firm belief the 
painting was a genuine work by his fa- 
mous grandfather, which opinion had 
been shared by his father, son of 
Jean Francois Millet. However, after 
two years, during which he had not re- 
paid the loan to Cazot, the latter’s 
wife took the painting and sold it 
to M. Michaud for 150,000 franes. 
Michaud in turn sold the same paint- 
ing for 300,000 franes. Asked by the 
Court why he had sold a painting by 
the great Millet for so ridiculously low 
a price, Michaud answered bluntly: 
‘When madame sold me the canvas, 
I bought it as a faked Millet. Natural- 
ly, I also sold it as a Millet whose 
genuineness could not be ascertained. 
However, my client came back and 
forced me to refund his money, since 
the expert he had subsequently con- 
sulted called the painting an outright 
fake. This is why I am suing the 
defendants for damages.” If M. Mi- 
chaud had not been challenged by his 
customer it is doubtful that Millet 
would ever have been brought into 
court through this painting. 
At the start of the trial. the younger 


Millet made the following statement: 
“The most of those pictures we sold 
more than 10 years ago, were good 
enough for the people who bought 
them. As to the paintings bought by 
the Scotsmen (the Edinburgh City 
Museum had purchased a number of 
the fake Millets), well, when my 
grandfather was alive the Scots did 
not want to buy anything from him, 
and he had to starve all his life.’’ 

A number of those falsified Millets 
today occupy conspicuous places in 
London art collections. The City Mu- 
seum in Edinburgh still considers 
‘‘Les Botteleurs’’ (The Cornbinders’’), 
one of the paintings sold to the insti- 
tution by the younger Millet, a genu- 
ine art work, and a gem among its 
treasures. During the trial, it was as- 
serted by the prosecutor that many of 
the canvases had been purchased by 
American collectors and gallertes. 


N FEBRUARY 28, Millet and 
() co20 were sentenced each to six 


months in jail and fined 500 
francs (about $35). Responsible for 
this mild verdict was probably 


the fact that the younger Millet had 
aroused admiration for the grand man- 
ner in which he was able to inject the 
spirit of the great Millet into his imi- 


tations. Furthermore, as far as the 
case of ‘‘Le Vanneur au _ Bonnet 
Rouge’ is concerned, the Judge 


seemed not utterly convinced that the 
picture had been faked, after all. Or, 
if it had been a falsification, it had 
even appeared to the father of the 
young Millet, the son of the great Jean 
Francois, as a genuine work by his 
sire, 

In Paris art circles, however, the

outcome of the trial has caused great 
disappointment. Not on account of 
the comparatively mild sentence which 
did not come as so complete a surprise, 
but students of painting had anticipat- 
ed that the younger Millet would re- 
veal before the court the exact num- 
ber and titles of his falsifications, and 
that he would also uncover the or- 
ganization and methods by which he 
was able in so short a time to dispose 
of faked art work to the tune of 
3,000,000 francs. 

However, none of these things hap- 
pened, and even now, after this sen- 
sational trial has ended, owners of 
certain Millet paintings all over the 
world may still cherish doubt as to 
the true origin of their treasures.

KALAMAZOO, Mich. 
HE name of Clarence 
Frechette seems des- 
tined to stand alone 
in the lurid chroni- 
cles of the grewsome 
and bizarre. Not once, 
but twice has he fig- 
ured in crime that partook of the 
nature of a nightmare in its ele- 
ments of fantastic horror. And 
only now, as he awaits trial for 
murder, are becoming known the 
full details of his 2500-mile 
flight with a corpse for company. 

Thousands read with horror last 
month of his arrest in California, 
after driving across the continent 
with the body of his. slain em- 
ployer hidden in the trunk of the 
automobile. But now it is dis- 
closed that, before he began that 
extraordinary flight, he drove to 
the slain man’s home here and 
sought money from the mother 
whose boy he had killed—even 
driving with a girl—and 
all the while the dead man’s body 
went along! 

He might never have been 
caught except for an _ ultimate 
gesture of audacity, a telegram to 
the distracted father here in 
Kalamazoo, in which he asked for 
money and to which he signed the 
dead man’s name. Once caught, 
he said he killed in self-defense 


in a quarrel over a girl. He made 


' gram quite understandable. 


what purported to be a full and 
frank confession. But, as the au- 
thorities check it up, there seems 
a great deal for him still to ex- 
plain.

it did have a precedent, if not an 


| explanation, in an act of Frechette 


back in 1928—an act which he 
did his best to conceal when he 
came to Kalamazoo in search of 
employment a year ago. 

On May 14, 1928, attaches of 
the State Hospital for the Insane 
at Pontiac, Mich., halted in their 
tasks to watch the peculiar be- 
havior of an airplane approaching 
the town. Cruising leisurely at 
2000 feet, suddenly it went into 
a spiral. 

It continued circling uncertain- 
ly for about a minute, and then 
all at once banked half over and 
nosed down in a tremendous dive. 
In 200 feet of the ground it 
leveled off and came to earth on 
even keel, but with such force 
that the landing gear crumpled 
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and the ship nosed over in a series 
of somersaults. 

As onlookers ran to the wreck, 
they found Harry Anderson of 
Roseville, a neighboring town, 
strapped unconscious in the pilot’s 
seat, and Frechette, badly dazed, 
clutching the handle of a broken 
hammer, 

Anderson’s skull was fractured. 
Most of his teeth had _. been 
knocked out. Frechette raved in- 
coherently in the hospital. It was 
not until the next day that the 
authorities were able to piece to- 
gether the story, and it was a tale 
almost incredible, the tale of a 
hand-to-hand struggle in the air. 

The pilot operated a small com- 
mercial flying concern at Rose- 
ville. Frechette, who had gone to 
Roseville for flying instructions, 
was known there as a stunter and 
parachute jumper from Detroit. 
He had engaged Anderson to pilot 
him to Pontiac in a small plane. 

As they arrived over the town, 
Anderson related with difficulty, 
the passenger seized a hammer 
and assaulted him without warn- 
ing. 


a bee first blow at me 
barely grazed my head,” 
said Anderson. ‘‘I tried 
to grapple with him and at 
the same time keep my ma- 
chine from pitching. One of the 
blows made everything go black. 
Then I remember coming to. I 
saw we were heading in a nose 
dive. I jerked the controls and 
tried to right the plane. Just as 
I swung her out of the dive, I 
felt the wheels touch the ground 
for some distance and then the 
ship went over on the nose.” 
There was a girl in that case, 
too, it was disclosed by letters 
found in Frechette’s pockets. It 
was never clear what his object 
was in the strange assault. For a 
while it was reported that he had 
ransacked the plane and the pi- 
lot’s pockets. But police were in- 
clined to suspect the whole affair 
may have been part of a plan of 
self-destruction, designed to be as 
public, as dramatic and as near 
the girl’s home as possible. 
Letters were the basis of this 


theory. 
One, to Frechette’s mother, said 
he feared ‘‘death approaches.” 


Another, to the girl, who resided 
in Pontiac, addressed her in terms 
of endearment and concluded:

“Death is my message, sweet- 
heart.”’ 

Actually, it was not death for 
him, but a sentence of six to 10 
years in the penitentiary, cut 
short by parole. It was, ultimate- 
ly, death for his benefactor, for, 
a little less than seven years after 
that eerie battle in mid-air— 
which he succeeded in concealing 
from his benefactor—Frechette 
was speeding 
westward with 
a lifeless 
body. 

Frechette 
came to Kala- 
mazoo a year 
ago, running 
from his past 
and looking for 
work. He im- 
pressed Robert 
Brown, head of 
a local truck- 
ing concern, as 
an earnest, 
hard - working 
young man, 
and an excel- 
lent mechanic. 
Brown had no suspicion that he 
was also an ex-convict. 

So he gave Frechette a job, 
and, since they were of similar 
interests and the same age—24 
years old—they became friends. 
They went places together a great 
deal in Brown’s small, sleek se- 
dan. 

When Frechette fell for Grace 
Curran, an attractive girl who 
worked in a laundry office, Brown 
was the first to wish him luck. 
More than that, Brown was ready 
to lend him the sedan whenever 
he wanted to take her riding. 
With money in his pocket again, 
Frechette needed the car pretty 
often. 

But . Brown got an idea 
Frechette had more money in his 
pockets than was coming to him. 
As now disclosed, he suspected 
the man he had befriended of us- 
ing the firm's trucks for his own 
purposes and collecting money 
without authorization. 

As the police have it now, the 
situation came to a showdown. 
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Robert Brown, 
the victim. 


Mrs. Victor Messenger and _ her 

son, who also rode with Frechette 

without knowing what was in the 
auto trunk. 


Frechette feared a fraud com- 
plaint with a dread that must 
have astonished Brown, in ignor- 
ance as Brown was, that such a 
complaint would end Frechette’s 
parole and send him back to the 
penitentiary. 

But, no matter how the ac- 
counts vary on other points, they 
seem to agree that Brown was 
never anything but amiable. And 
so, police say, when Frechette 
said he could get $75 from his 
father, Joseph Frechette, in Pon- 
tiac, and square up, everything 
was all right with Brown. He'd 
even take Frechette to Pontiac in 
the sleek sedan to get the money. 

And here the story becomes 
Frechette’s, for only he knows the 
story of that ride. As he has told 
it, they rode along in perfect good 
humor until ‘‘he began bragging 
about girls’’—and among them 


was the girl 
Frechette con- 
sidered his girl. 

“Well, I got 
mad—’"’ so runs 
the statement 
police gave out 
—'‘‘We stopped

“IT don't know whether it was 
his finger or mine, but the gun 
fired twice.”’

“T put him in the trunk, and I 
didn’t know whether he was dead 
or alive. I knew if I was caught 
I'd spend the rest of my life in 
prison. I opened the trunk and 
threw in his hat and a towel and 
threw the key away.” 

Since that statement was made 
police have noted disclosures that, 
they consider, throw two points in 
the story into sharp relief—the 
ownership of the weapon and the 
cause of the quarrel. The .32-cal- 
iber Colt automatic found in the 
car bore the number, 179,408.

‘“‘Apparently he is making an 
effort to paint his present circum- 
stances with a glamour that 
doesn't exist.”’

= or, say, a lion tamer. 
He’s a_venturesome 
addicted to eager thrusting 
into the unknown. His long, lean 
figure and bold nose would not 
seem out of-.place in a trackless 
jungle or frozen waste, or in a 
cage of dangerous animals. 

But fate decreed that he should 
do his adventuring in the field of 
intellect. He is head of the de- 
partment of psychology and dean 
of the Graduate College at the 
State University of Iowa. In this 
scholastic setting he has been a 
leader and an originator in sci- 
entific and educational move- 
ments, ever venturing into new 
territory. An cutstanding monu- 


man, 


ment to his work as a pioneer psy- 


chologist is the 
development of 
a scientific 
method of 
measuring mu- 
sical talent. 
Seashore is 
the translation 
of his family 
name, Sjos- 
trand; it was 
adopted by 
members of his 
family when 
they came to 
the United 
States. He was 
born in the 
Swedish vil- 
lage of Mor- 
lunda, came to 
this country in 


standing. A review in the Psy- 
chological Bulletin of ‘‘The Vi- 
brato,”’ recent publication report- 
ing on a phase of the psychological 
research in music, says: 

“The reviewer firmly believes 
that the work of the Iowa psy- 
chologists on the vibrato consti- 
tutes not only the most signifi- 
cant research project of that labo- 
ratory but also the most impor- 
tant contribution to esthetics psy- 
chologists have ever made.

on a farm in Boone County, Iowa. 
Music was always a strong in- 
fluence in his life. As a child 
he took part in the singing at 
morning and evening family wor- 
ship, and he learned to play the 
reed organ. When he went to 
Gustavus Adolphus College at St. 
Peter, Minnesota, he sang in the 
glee club and four quartets: as a 
member of the glee club. he used 
to sing a baritone solo that was 
so sad it invariably made the girls 
in the audience cry. He paid most 
of his way through college by 
playing the organ in church and 
directing the choir. The revenue 
from choir work was obtained by 
charging the members to come 
to practice; he put them through 
some vocal calisthenics before re- 
hearsing songs. 


After receiving the B. A. de- 
gree, he went to Yale for his Th. 
D. At Yale he took up the 


new science of psychology and re- 
mained for a time as laboratory 
assistant after receiving his doc- 
torate. He came to Iowa in 1897 
as assistant professor of philoso- 
phy, became professor of psychol- 
ogy in 1902, has headed the de- 
partment of psychology since 1905 
and been dean of the Graduate 
College since 1908. 

As a psychologist, Dr. Seashore 
has emphasized laboratory work, 
and has constantly fostered the 
extension of its sphere of useful- 
ness. Never identified with any 
particular school in psychology, he 
has examined all the movements 
in the field as they came along— 
behaviorism, psycho-analysis and 
what not—and absorbed from 
them what seemed to him valid 
and useful. 

It has been his practice to get 
a project started, visioning its pos- 
sibilities, outlining its method, 
perhaps devising some of its re- 
search instruments, then leave its 
furtherance to others, keeping 
only a more or less light supervi- 
sion, and push on to something 
new. From him came the idea 
which led to the establishment 


of the Iowa Child Welfare Re- 
Bearch Station, the first of its 
kind. He did pioneer work in 


mental tests, in the project sys- 
tem of teaching, in the “gifted 
student” plan, in applying psy- 
chology to music, speech, art 
and otology. 

His work 1. music has been Dr. 
Seashore’s most famous research. 
It has been important not only for 
its Own content, but also because 
it was the beginning of a line of 
investigation which continues to 
add to the university's scientific
